98th  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  visit  paid  to 
the  Hospital  by  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  on  June  30th. 

After  planting  a  tree  to  commemorate  his  visit,  a  visit 
was  paid  to  all  the  Wards  and  His  Royal  Highness  took  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  buildings  and  patients. 

Following  the  visit  a  Garden  Party  and  Sale  of  Work, 
organised  by  the  Ladies’  Linen  League,  took  place  in  the 
Grounds.  In  spite  of  the  unfavourable  day  there  was  a  very 
large  attendance,  and  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Linen 
League  benefited  as  a  result  of  that  effort. 


Mr.  R.  H.  P.  Orde,  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
was  present  and  delivered  a  very  useful  address.  He  also 
met  the  Committee  and  discussed  with  them  the  many  pro¬ 
blems  of  Hospital  Administration. 

The  Electrical  Therapeutic  Department  was  opened  end 
of  April.  The  whole  cost  (£850)  of  the  alterations  and  equip¬ 
ment  was  funded  by  Mr.  Wm.  Mc.Gowan.  This  Department 
has  been  made  great  use  of,  full  details  of  which  will  be  found 
in  another  part  of  the  Report. 

There  are  still  some  outstanding  matters  to  be  settled 
with  the  Contractors,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  debt 
on  the  New  Hospital  Account  of  £5,203  is.  5d.  reduced  to 
£3,664  13s.  id.,  as  shown  in  the  Accounts.

The  receipts  from  Workmen’s  Contributions  were  highly 
gratifying. 

The  receipts  from  the  Maternity  Ward  were  again  dis¬ 
appointing,  but  the  Committee  have  this  matter  in  hand  and 
it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  will  be  made  which  will  result 
in  an  Increase  of  Income. 

During  the  year  District  Committees  were  formed  at 
Bootle,  Beckermet,  Egremont,  Haile,  Parton,  Lowca  and  Low 
Moresby  with  most  satisfactory  results.  Further  Committees 
are  in  process  of  formation  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  very 
large  increase  of  revenue  will  follow  from  these  efforts. 

Silver  Paper  collection  was  started  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  and  the  amount  realised  from  the  first  delivery 
was  £6  17s.  gd.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Teachers  for 
encouraging  the  children  in  their  Schools  to  help  the  Hospital 
in  this  way. 

Mr.  T.  T.  Moss,  Oakbank,  Whitehaven,  presented  a  Shield 
for  competition  among  Schoolboys  for  Association  Football, 
and  it  is  expected  that  in  the  course  of  this  year  the  Hospital 
will  derive  a  considerable  revenue  from  this  source. 

The  Prudential  Assurance  Co.  has  endowed  a  Cot  in  the 
Children’s  Ward.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to 
the  Company  and  to  Mr.  Shepherd,  their  local  Superintendent. 
It  is  hoped  this  example  will  be  followed  by  other  Insurance 
Societies. 
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A  bed  has  also  been  endowed  in  the  name  of  The  White¬ 
haven  Amateur  Operatic  Society  who  have  raised  the  very 
large  sum  of  £850  7s.  5d.  for  the  Hospital.
